Wlioii (fonpnil Wasliinjiftoii had 
elosod liiso!iro<M' in I ho Fn>iioh and 
Indian war, and had Ixwonio a inetn- 
l)or of tho HouHO of Uiirgo8.soH, th« 
Spoakor, Mr. llobinson, was direct- 
(mI by a vote of tho lionno, to n^tnni 
tlieir thanks to that p:ontl«'nian, on 
bohalf of tho colony, for the dis- 
tin},Mii,shcd military servicos which 
ho had rendered (o hi.s eoiintiy. 
As Hoon as VVa.shinf,'ton took his 
seat, Mr. Robinson, in olx'dience to 
his order, and following the iinpulso 
of his own k^'M'To'is 'i"<l Krai ef id 
heart, disc^hai^ed this duty willi 
Kioat di^^iiity ; but with such 
warmth of colorinp: and stronj;th of 
expression, as entirely confonnded 
the yoiinK hero. Ho rose to oxproHs 
his acknowledgmtMits for tho honor; 
but such was his tropidation .-md 
confusion. Ihat ho could not prive 
distinci iilleranco lo a siajflo .syl- 
lable. IIo blushed, stammered, and 
trembled, for a second ; when the 
Speaker relieved him, by a stroke of 
address, that would havo done 
honor to Lonis XIV, in his prou''e.st 
and liapi)iest moments, " Sit 
down, Mr. Washington," said ho, 
with a eoneiliatiiijj; smilo ; "your 
modosty is eriiial toycnir valor ; and 
that siirpassos the i)ower of an,y 
laiiKuafje that I possess." 

HIS CIVILITY. 

In the town of , in Con- 
necticut, where tho roads woro ex- 
tremely rouj^h, Washington was 
overtaken by night, on Saturday, 
not being able to I'oaeh Ihi? village 
where ho designed to restoiitlio 
Sabbath. Next morning, about 
sunrise, his coacli was harnessed, 
and he was prot^eeding forwanl to 
an inn, near the place of worship, 
which ho proposed to attend. .A 
plain man, who was informing 
odie.er, came from a cottage, ami 
inquired of tho coachman whether 
there was any urgent roa.son for his 
traveling on the Lord's day. The 
general, insloHd of resenting this 
as an impertinent rudeness, order- 
ed the coachman t,o slop, and with 
great civility explained the circum- 
Blances to the offlcor, commending 
him for liis fidelity; and assured 
him that nothing was farlher fiom 
his intention, than to treat with 
disr(;sp(^cl tho laws and usages of 
Connecticut, relative to the Sab- 
bath, which met with his most 
cordial approbation. 

HIS PUNCTUALITY. 

Washington accomplished the 
most of his great work with ap- 
parent ease, by a rigid observance of 
punctuality. It is known thai 
whenever ho assigned lo met Con- 
gress at noon, ho lu^ver failed to be 
passing the door of the hall when 
the <!l(»ck struck twelve. His din- 
iuK hour was four, when ho always 
sat down to his table, only allowinji 
five minules for the variation of 
timepieces, whelher his guests wcn^ 
proscuit or not. Il was fre<|uenlly 
tho case with new member's of Con- 
gress, that they did not arriveuntil 
dinner was nearly half over, and he 
would remark, " Centleman, we 
are punctual here; my cook nevt-r 
asks whether tho company has ai-- 
riv«>d, but whether tin* hour has." 
When he visited Boston inl~8il, he 
appointed eight o'clock in the morn- 
ing as the hour ho should s(>t out 
for Salem, and while the Old South 
Church clock was striking eight, he 
w/is crossing his saddle. The com- 
pany of cavalry which volunteered 
to os(!ort him, not anticipating this 
strict punclualily, were parading in 
Trcmont Street, after his d('par- 
ture; and it was not until the Presi- 
dent had I'oacln^d ('liarlos River 
Bridge, where lie stopped a few 
niinut«w, that the tr<)Of)s overlook 
bim. On pussiug the corps, the 



Ills MKIiCY AND TENDKRNEIiS. 

It is now settle<l as a fact beyond 
dispule, that (General C.ates wascon- 
nected with (}enoral Lee in a con- 
si)iracy lo supersede the illustrious 
Washington. Tho commander-in- 
chief was well aware of the means 
th(>y used to de|)rivo him of the 
alTeclions of tin* army, and the con- 
tiilenco of the people.

His coiiiilenanet* betrayed no re- 
sentment, however; it was sensi- 
bility alone that caus«'d his emotion. 
IIo held an open letter in his hancf, 
which he often raised to his lips, 
and kissed with devotion, while he 
iej)eale<IIy ex<dafnied — '(ireat man! 
Noble, ireneroiis procedure.' When 
the tumult of his mind had a little 
subsided, wilh strong expressions 
of feeling ho said, " I havo tliisday

lated by C-aptain Pease, tire father

HIS FEARl-ESSNESS. 

Major Ferguson, who comma tid- 
ed a lido corps a dtiy or t\>o previ- 
(tus to Iho Billle of Hrandy wine, 
was the hero of a very singular 
accident, which he thus describes 
in a letter to a friend. It illus- 
trat<>s, in a most forcible mariner, 
the overruling hand of ProvidtMiee 
111 llie di reeling lli»> ope rat ions of a 
man's mind, in moments when he 
is lea:-t aware of it. 

"We had not lain long, when a 
rebel ollieer, remarkable by a 
luizzar dress, [iros.sed toward oui' 
army, within a liunderd yards of 
my right (lanU, not |)erceivinji us. 
H(> was followed by aiiolh<-r, in 
(hirk green and blue, nioiitite<l on 
a bay horse, with a I'emarkalile 
high cocked hat, I ordered three 
good shots to steal near by and 
fire at them ; but tho idea disgust- 
ing me, I recalled the order. The 
litizzar. In i'<>tnriiing, made a cir- 
cuit, but the other passed within 
a hundred yards of us; upon which 
T advanced fi-om th(» wotxis towards 
him. Upon my calling, ho stopped 
but afler looking at me proceeded. 
I again drew his attention, and 
matle signs to him to stop, level- 
ling my j)iece at him, but he slowly 
cantered away. My quick firing, 
I could havo lodged half a dozen 
balls in, or about him, before he 
was out of my roach. 1 had only 
to determine: but it was not pleas- 
ant to fii'(^ at the back of an un- 
offending individual, who was 
euolly acquitting himself of his 
duty; so 1 let him alone. 

"The next day the surgeon told 
me thai tho wounded I'ebel ofllcors 
informed him lhat General Wash- 
ington was all tho morning wilh the 
light troops, ami only attended by 
a P'rench otlieor in a huzzar drt'ss, 
1h^ hiins«ll dressed and mounted as 
I havedtfcrilied. lam not sorry tliat 
I did not know who it was at the 
time."

mutes and one blind boy. When 
those chihlren came to us, they were 
ill-tempered, dirty, ar.d ignorant; 
now they are a clean, pleasant, 
happy set of boys. Their capacity 
for learning equals that of white 
youths, and they are glad of an op- 
portunity to r-eceive a good educa- 
tion."

next Sunday; I would learn if it ac- 
cords with the canons of your 
church to admit communicants of 
another denomination?" The doc- 
tor rejoined: "Most certainly: 
ours is not the Presbyterian table, 
Gener-al, but the Lord's table; and 
we henco give the Lord's invitation 
to all his followers of whatever 
name." The gen<>ral replied, " I 
am glad of it : that is as it ought to 
be; but ns 1 was not quite sure of 
the fact, I thought I would ascerlain 
il from yourself, as I propose lo 
join with you on that occasion. 
Though a m<'mb<'r of the Church of 
P^iigland.

He is feai'- 
ed even when silent, ami beloved 
even while wo are unconscious of 
the motive."

life, he says : " 1 began life as a 
boy on a praii-ie farm in Wi.seonsin. 
I studied with diligence and pa- 
tienee at school, and afterwartls 
energetically and determinedly at 
Gallauilet College, Washington, 
D. C, graduating in I8!S'2 with the 
degree of B. A. After leaving col- 
lege, I labored with good success as 
a locturci and teacher among the 
deaf in various parts of the Union, 
and. in 1S84, I went to New Mexico, 
resolved to establish an institution 
for the education of the deaf and 
blind." 

In 1885, Mr. Lrti'son gathered 
around him, in Santa Fc, a class of 
five, which has developed into the 
Rourishing institution now under 
his cjire. The school was at first 
suiiported liy vohiiitaiy contribu- 
tions, but in 1S87, through the uu- 
tiririg elTorts of Mr. Lar"son, it was 
incoi porated by an act of the legisla- 
ture on a footing with similar well 
equipped schools for the blind in 
(he United States. The institution 
continiu'd lo grow rapidly, and, in 
ISOl, the original accommodations 
having become inadequate, Mr. 
Larson erected, at his own expense, 
a largo brick structur-o, costing five 
lhousan<l dollars. He has gatliered 
into his school the deaf and blind 
children of the territory, and his 
tender sympathy for lho.se so 
handicapped in the race of life has 
urged him to seek mrt, among the 
Indian tribes, others who need the 
help and uplifting he is so eager to 
give. 

" Two years ago," he says, " we 
made a ti'ip to various pueblos (In 
dian towns) in New Mexico, for the 
purpose of finding deaf, dumb and 
blind youths, to be received into 
our school and educated et the ex- 
pense of the national government. 
We found a number of afflicted 
children, but their parents and 
frienils wereopposedtosending them 
to "stian^jers" schools* b(>lioving 
that the white people do not treat 
Indian children humanely. The 
Navajo Indians were more interest- 
ed than any of the other tribes in 
the eduention of these little ones.

After he 
eooled down he set about look- 
ing over his books forsonre un- 
paid committee bill. He thought 
of the various committeesof the 
Fleet Surds, Guild, Xavier Club, 
Union League, etc., etc., un- 
til his head was in a whirl, but 
could not connect the names of 
committeemen on tho postal and 
those of the various clubs, and his 
J)ooks failed to show any bill out- 
staiidiuK. But he resigned himself 
to fate, and felt tickled, lest he'd 
have an old bill paid for twice. 

That Thursday evening the GuiUl 
met and "Shaver's" office was 
brilliantly lightetl in expectation of 
the committeemen, who'd be ther<> 
without fail, 8 to ^ p. m. Three of 
" Shaver's" friends chanced to drop 
in and found " Shaver" very nerv- 
ous arrd fidgety. 

At last " Shaver" could keep 'Iris 
" secret " no longer. He told us of 
how he had plann<>d anti planned 
to attend the Guild meeting, but a 
postal — he could get no further, as 
the topic chauge<i to bicycling and 
reduction and addition to weight.

got some of his money at his ex- 
pense, and he kicked himself for 
his negligence.

The fifth lecture of (he faeii^ty 
series was given Friday ni;,dit by 
Prof. Ely, who chose for his 
subject '■' Ex|tlo.sives." A short 
synopsis follows : 

He first spoke of the importance 
of explosives and said that it was 
remarkalde that so little should Is- 
known aoout tli«ir origin. Iloi^ei 
|{a<-on (reputed discoverer of mm- 
powder) says that explosives were 
known before his time, 1214. Tlie 
Arabs used a kind of hand bomb 
before 1250. They were probably 
first ustd to pfopel piojecliles in 
1118, by the Moors ayainst the 
Spaniards at Sfiranossa. They 
must have been known long before, 
however ; though they weri- jno- 
bably only Used for bombs, and 
the like, which wen- thrown by 
hand or catapult. 

Rockets were used bi-foie 880, 
and it is thought that Alexander niel 
with such contrivances in India. 
In China, however, there is irround 
for belief that explosives were 
known 2000 yeais ago, yet were 
only used for fireworks. It is 
most strange that the nation firsl 
inv<!nting gunpowder should even 
now be uiging the use of the bow 
and arrow in warfai-e. 

Explosives were i)robabIy first 
discovered by the accidentai bring- 
ing of substances together. Hen? 
Potassium Nitrate (Saltpetre) /iiid 
charcoal were mixed together aiifl 
brought into contact with a fiame 
to illustrate this. 

The nature of an explo.sive was 
shown lo be a liquid or solid mix- 
lure or (!onipouiid whicli may Ix; 
imrnf^liately converted into a gas 
or ga.ses. An explosive recpi ires a 
siipDorter of combustion and com- 
bustible material. Thus oxygen is 
a sup[)oiter of <'oniliuslioii. but 
does not burn itself. Combustion 
orrlinarily means combining with 
oxyyen. Things burn in the air, 
c imbine with the oxygen of the air, 
or they burn in oxygen itself more 
readily, as they burn with the oxy- 
gen contained in a solid eoin|ionn<l. 
Here it was shown thai carbon, 
charcoal, would burn in nitrir-aeid; 
that is, (-om'inf with the oxygen 
of the acid 

(iunpowil. J ;., ,. mixture of sall- 
petre, charcoal and sulphur. The 
explosion is due to the <rombiiiing 
of the charcoal niid sulphur with 
the oxygen of the saltpetre to form 
gases 

Here an experiment was per- 
formed to show ihat many tliinjrs 
harmless thf-mselves may make 
dangerous mixtures. Thus sugar 
and chloride of potash are very 
harmless things s<'parately, but 
very dangerous mixed together. 

A few of the common explosives 
mentioned were gunpowder, nitro- 
glycerine, dynamite, and gun 
cotton. In explosive [lower tlioy 
rank as follows : NilroLdycerine, 
100; dynamite, 74 ; gun cotton, 45; 
gunpowder, 10. 

Since giinf)owder was first <lis- 
covered, there has been V('vy little 
change in the manufacturing pro- 
cess, except in the size of the 
grains. Large grains burn more 
slowly and gives lo it a pushinu 
force rather than shattering. 'I'hits 
large grains are used in cannon 
and heavy or<linance, because if 
the grains were small, the explo- 
sion would be almost instantaneous 
and the gun wflTild be shattered. 

Explosive? force of an ex[)losive 
depends on the volume of gas 
generated and the leinpetatnre, the 
I'-fffrl prixliHM-*] on the rapidity of 
the conversion into gas. Thus in 
gunpowder the gas is jjenerat^'d 
gradually and the force is a push, 
while if dynamite were used the 
conversion into gas would be al- 
most instantaneous and the force 
shattering. 

Nitroglycerine is made by treat- 
iiK Kly'*<"*ine with nitric and sul- 
phuricaclds. It was flrstdiseovered 
in 1840, .samef year as gun-cotion. 
Its use is very limited now in ils 
pure form, because it is one of tim 
most fiowerful and dangerfius ex- 
fdosives known. Thedangerlies in 
the difficulty of handlin;^ it. It is 
very gensitive to a blow, and Is 
liable to decompose if [)ooriy made 
Owing lo the danger in handling it, 
it cfinnot be carried on tr/iins and 
has to be made where wante<l for 
\\tv-. A curious thing alifuil it is 
that il may be burned in the open 
air, yet not healed as a mass 

This has causf^d workmen to 
make many fatal mistakes in heat- 
ing out frozen dynamite, which 
is a substance soaked with nifro- 
Klycerine' Dynamite was dis- 
It is quite safe in 



vented, which remedied this, and, 
at the present timi^, compressed 
gun-cotton is oik; of the sif«;st of 
lii«h explosives, when j)ro|)erly 
made. Like nitroglycerine and 
dynamite, gun-cotton liurns quietly 
in the open air; yet each may be 
exjilodcd with terrific force by pro- 
[)cr means. This is generally dom;

Then 
came the reply from Ihe deaf ami 
dumb languaije to Eiif,'lisli again. 

The man is a ptiddler who is ad- 
dicted to drink. A few days ago lie 
was charged with having abused 
his wif(! and 7-day-old child. She 
fieil to the house of a iiei),'hboi in 
her night robe, when the lem|)eia- 
tiire was away below zero with her 
bab(! in her arms. He followed her 
and, it is claimed, struck her and 
the .neighbor who Iried to liefend 
the mother. Both man and wife 
are detif and dumb and, aceonling 
to Officer Oallagliei-, fairly welledu 
caled, He is cajiabl<! of makintr a 
good living by peddling. Ins affile 
lion eliciitiiiH^ the sympathy of his 
patrons. But diink is In/i mueli 
for him. 

The s(!eije was gravely comical. 
The man was t<'rribly in earnest 
ami his violent gestures and evi- 
dent remorse were apparent even 
to those who did not know what he 
was saying. He pi-omised to be 
better in the future, but as this 
was not his first otreiise, the jusliee 
was eomjielicd to sentence him to 
the house of coifeetion for thirl V 
days, with tlii^ warninir thai if he 
ever rctpeated his j^rime, he would 
get the maximum senlonce.

The fialms of the hands and soles 
of t Ik;, fe(«t ai(» omposed of (Mish- 
ions <iffal, in order that sudden 
jolts ati'l violent blows may be suc- 
cessfully resisted and no injury 
done to the mnsclis ami bon«vs 
iindernoiilh. The muscles of which 
th" tongue inono|»olzies II — and 
bones of the human structure in 
combination are capable of more 
than 1,200 diff'erent motions. 

The leaching of experience indi- 
cates that accidents are far more 
likely to iH'cwv to tin- right leg and 
arm than tfi the left. Fiirlhr-r evi- 
dence of this fact is supplied by ihe 
makers of artificial limbs. They 



dispose of many more appendages 
to the right side of the body than lo 
the other. Statistics .show that in 
54 cases out of 100 the left leg is 
stronger than the right. 

If a man could move his legs 
proportionally as f.ist as an ant, he 
would travel not far from 800 miles 
an houi.

Whew 1 what a pretty snow storm 
tliis is. Pretty Ih tlio word, for in- 
deed it is HO ploasiiig to tiie oycis ; 
the snow is so white, and so pure 
until it reaches the earlli. Wliat a 
train of thought is started by view- 
ing the hroad expanse o[ rugged 
wliitenesH. We go back to the days 
when nothing seemed serious to ns ; 
when, as winter approaelied, our 
eager anli(!ipation was for the first 
glimpse of snow (lal<es. We gel it 
now and tlien and enjoy ourselv(^s 
to our hearts' contiMit in sleigh-rid- 
ing and sliding down hill. As 
years roll on and we begin to look 
upon things earthly in the sober 
thoughts of our fathers, tlienj is 
quite a different aspe(!t to things. 
The snow that was so welcome, is 
not at all quite gladsome in our 
hearts. business becomes para- 
lyzed, street traffic is bhxiked, and 
the source of income* that goes to 
flic s(ii)port of our family is cut, off. 
And while our young ones are but 
too happy to scamper off and roll 
in the snow, build snow forts and 
snow men and throw an occasional 
wetted-hard snow ball at some un- 
suspecting elderly gentleman, life 
has now for us the seriousness 
that we saw not in our younger 
days. 

With such a fall of snow as i1h> 
last few daj's, amounting to much 
over a foot. New York City is about 
as good as an African desert ; few 
being unable to g(>t to work and 
many as reached their sliops hav- 
ing to foot it homo at the close of 
day. Conditions in tlie city are 
different from what they are in the 
country, where a heavy snow fall is 
a usual and expected thing. In 
this city the working people, living 
on an aveiage of five miles from 
their business plac<>s — some within 
a few blocks, others a <!()uple of 
miles, many more eight miles, and 
still mnny twelve orllfteen.and then 
some live twenty, twenty-five, 
thirty, forty and more miles away 
from work, and a storm — a l)li/,ziird, 
as it is — works more mis(rliief than 
can be imiigined. The thousands 
unable to get to work (uiuse woe to 
the heads of their firms, orders are 
lost or cancelled, and in a few days 
the big storm Jias, as if by magic, 
upect the regular course of millions 
of dollars in its regular curricnilum. 
The small business man whose* ex- 
pon.ses must, be covered for every 
day in the month suffers for want 
of customers, and if he cannot make 
up for it in the next few days or 
has not a surplus fund to draw up- 
on, he is ruined. The laige dcpait- 
ment stores have a tlionsand em- 
ployees to pay, and the storm keeps 
away customers, entailing a daily 
loss of a Hiousaid or so dollars for 
each big store per day. 

As I sit with my feet on the cy- 
liml-ical olTu'e stove, all thosi* 
things come l)efore me as in a pic- 
ture. Without there is a bill snow 
drift, cleared away many times, 
only to pile up again. An empty 
trolley car is in front. It has l)C(n 
there for hours, and tiierearo many 
more all along the street, for they 
can't move. It is the same on al- 
most all the other streets, the cable 
cars faring but a trifle better and 
tlie elevated road able to run at re- 
duced intervals. Few trains leave 
the city on the big roads, and the 
ferry boats have great difficulty in 
crossing the rivers. 

'I'he likes of it have been seen but 
once before, ami that was in 18H8, 
just a montii less than eleven years 
ago, but from present indications 
tii(! storm seems b(>nt oi> yet sponil- 
ing its fury, and before it abates, 
February l.'J, 180!), will have gone 
an record us the gr(*atest bli/,/,ard 
in the history of the East — at least 
in the extent of its area and dura- 
tion. 

The League of Elect Surds took

He 
came around to the kitchen, and 
when his knock on the door was 
answered, he pulled out a card 
bearing the following : "-This man 
is deaf and dumb. Please give 
him work, or a few cents. He 
wants to get home in Pennsyl- 
vania. David Curtis.'' Our son 
asked him in the sign language if 
he understood signs, and he shook 
his head. No, and making the sisrn 
for lead i)eiu*il ami tab. lie was 
asked his name, if he were deaf 
and dumb, and other <iuestions, lint 
airsweied all as above. Suddenly, 
he departed, and made a bee line 
for tht> next sti'eet. He had ap- 
plied at the wroiiK house in jilayiny 
the deaf and dumb dodge, and will 
not likely come around this way 
again soon.

One of the difficulties in all kind 
of intruction is to give the pupil' a 
realizing sense of the benefits to be 
derived from learning. Children 
too frequently strive to acqtiire 
simply because they have to, be- 
cause they are forced by their 
parents to go to school and because 
if thoy do not make the effort to 
learn while there, they have to suf- 
fer certain penalties that are at- 
tached to their neglect. We tell 
them in vain that in their studies 
they are placing themselves in the 
road to every preferment, that thoy 
are making themselves lietter able 
to meet every necessity of the fu- 
ture, and that they are laying the 
foundation for that higher intel- 
lectual life that shall be a pei-ennial 
joy to them. Ol their industrial 
work, we tell them that to perfect 
themselves in it means indepen- 
dence, material comfort, and a 
compelenc^\ for themselves tind 
theirs, that Mr. Barton Chej'-ney 
and the other airthorities who have 
carefully studied the statistics in 
such matters, assure us that the 
a'lvantages of skilled over unskill- 
ed labor are threefold, and that 
their material salvation depends 
almost wholly on what they now 
achieve in their work rooms ; and 
all with what tittle effect ! Tliey 
too often construe the admonitions 
as simply .schemes fo make them 
content to sutTer the ills they have, 
and niuch^ too much of it, but 
" goes in one ear to come out the 
other." ^Vith little thought of the 
bcjuing fheir efforts will have up<m 
their future happiness, they plod 
on. We may make them receive, 
all unconsciously, what, when they 
are conscious of it, they are so 
prone to reject. Medicaments may 
be so clothed as to be most pala- 
table and yet lo.se none of their 
efiicacy. School-work ant trade- 
work may be made both enjoyjible 
and profitable if properly prwsent- 
ed. It's here that the ingenuity of 
the teacher is taxed to the utmost, 
and upon his viailance in the mat- 
ter dejiends Ihe future of Ihe child. 
Bold, hard didactics ar«> the bane 
of its life. Cheerful rooms bright- 
ened by attrjictive i)iclures, te.ich- 
ers full of fire and zeal, willing if 
necessary to lie awake a little at 
nijiht, at times, in order to pre-ient 
in as attractive a dress as jwssible 
the morrow's task, with not too 
much discipline but just discipline 
enough, or better yet, the work 
m.ide so f.iscinating as to do away 
entirely with the necessity for any 
discipline, and the r-est is easy. 
The child will soon begin to feel, 
like Glory Quayle, that " there are 
good times" and to ivish to be "in 
em" and to build for the future 
with heart and soul. — Editorial i>(

Mv DKAH PKIKNO :— Allow me to say a 
few words in writing about the late Ur. 
Isaac Lewis Peet and his father in con- 
nection with the New York Institution for 
the Instruction of the Deaf and Dumh, of 
which I am proud to have my uame enroll- 
ed ns a graduate. The news of Ur. Peet's 
uuexpectetl demise rejiched us tlirough 
Mr. l.saae B. Gardner, who was spendiiig 
his Christmas vacation up this way. It 
was aad news*, coming as it did a"t the 
season of the year wiien there was so much 
ot joy and happiness. The deaf-mutes all 
over the couutry have lost a valued and 
highly esteemed irieud. No more will his 
genial familiar face be seen at this home, 
in which he had always manifested a warm 
and sincere interest. 

Now let me toll my simple school life 
story. Upon kijiving tlie Institution at the 
e.\piration of eight years, an aunt of mine 
was desirous that i sbotild have a higher 
education. She accordingly appli.ni to Dr. 
II. 1*. I'eet in my behalf, but he being 
absent she was told that I could not l)e pro- 
moted to the High Class, of which Dr. ]. L. 
Peet was in charge. Uy no means dis- 
couraged, the ne.xt day, Mrs. Davie took 
me to the Institution, and had a talk with 
the elder I'eet, which resulted in my get- 
ting into the clas.s for which I am sure the 
old gentleman did not regret his kind act 
In the Spring of 186T there was to be on ex- 
hibition of SDUie of the pupils liefore the 
Legislature in Albany. My teacher wanted 
to have nie join the party, biit the matron 
put in an objection, presumably on account 
of my poor eyesight. Dr. Peet called nie 
into his father's ollice, whel-e they held a 
brief consultation. It turned out that I 
went to the Capital City, took p<irt in the 
slate exorcises and succeeded well. Dr. 
Peet spareil no pains to teach pupils Eng- 
lish grammar with the aid of symliols on 
the black board, and the other branches of 
study, which embraced logic, chemistry, 
book-keeping, natural philosophy, rhetoric, 
algebra, French grammar, history, and 
geography, the Bible, and moral science. 
Sometimes when a lesson in natural philo- 
sophy was in progress i,r. Peet, would take 
the pupils to the laundry to explain to 
them the diftVrent workings of the machin- 
ery . At the recitations our teaclier used to 
ask us questions aliout the lessons which 
we had studied the evening before. We 
were required to give the answers on the 
linger.s, then in sign language If the 
young lady who sat ahead of me would say 
she did not know, I would ilo the same, but 
Dr. Peet knowing i;hat 1 was studious, said 
he and the class would wait all the uiorn- 
ng till an answer was forthcoming. He 
was not harsh or exacting, but linn and 
commanded obedience. Of the live hearing 
gentlemen wlio taught me while at the New 
Vork Institution, Dr. Isaac I..ewia Peet was 
the best, for he st<)o<i par excellence. When 
the High ("lass was formwl the Boanl of 
Directors could not have made a better 
choice in selecting Dr. Poet to take charge 
of it. He ably lilled the position and with 
marked success, as can be proved bv 
most of the deaf who had the goo(t 
fortune to come under his personal 
instruction. At the close of my school 
term there was no place for me to go to. 
Dr. H. Peet seemed to know what would \hs 
the Iwst way tor nie to earn a living. I was 
sent to the home on Fast 80th Street in 
Sew York, where I learned tyiK>-setting in 
the printing office of the A<h>iicot<' ond 
tJiiii/'<((fi«, which is still the organ of the 
Institution. As my only teacher was a 
book on typogranhy, and no other deal- 
mutes were employed in the composing 
room, you see I had to Uej)end upon my own 
wits to master the trade, which for a won- 
der agreed with me aduiiraVily, iH'canso I 
have always been fond of reading. I was 
retained in the home printing oflice for 
eight years, after which I workeil on the 
Sciintific Amfriran, the EvaDiU'ltai. the 
Church JourniiU the Vhiislitiu LiniliT, 
the UrooMun lirpuhl can, and a printing 
otHce on b ranklin Sqnare, where Harper 
«fe Bros, had their l)Ook work done on com- 
bined type. Some time after that Dr. 1. L. 
Peet secured for me the position of n pri- 
vate tiviclier in Hn)onu' County, this Stat<<. 
My pupil was a boy about nineteen years of 
age. I am sorry he did not care to learn, 
for he was bright and wrote a plain hand. 
1 tell you these little incidents not for self- 
glorification, but to show whi.t sort of men 
Dr. Harvey Prindle Peet ami his eldest son 
were. To them I owe a debt of gra'itude 
for the nice education which I have re- 
CMVid. and to Rev. Dr. (<allainlct for this 
home, without which I would in all pro- 
bahili'y be compelled to pass my life in 
isolation, shut out from intercourse with 
the deaf and denrived of religious .services, 
which ar' conihioted in the beautiful lan- 
guage ot signs. I would be-much obliged if 
you can send tue a few New York daily 
pajiers by mail. It is so hard to iret any. 
Please overlook all mistakes in my poorly 
C(m>i>osed letter, becau.se I havel)eeti unable 
to read for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. I wish you sncce-ss and prosiierity 
in your noble calling, and hope you wifl 
long I)e snared to remain at the heiul of the 
New York Institution, which ranks among 
the foremost of its kind in the world. We 
are all well and manage ttr ward off the 
grill. It has Iwen making sad havoc this 
winter, and claimed many victims. With 
kiiid regards I will draw to a close, for I see 
that T have made this letter too long.

This docs not go back totheear:i- 
est settlers.

The 
c(Miler of the business sect ion was 
in the region of llatidolph and 
Lake streets. The big houses of 
the day were Ross & Foster and 
Potter Palmer, anil the rivalry be- 
tween the two/created a floodtide 
upon which the English elerk 
fjuickly launched his boat. Ibf lost 
no time in getting to work, apply- 
ing to Mr I'almer for a position in 
the cloth depart riient on the after- 
noon of his arrival in the city, lb- 
was located the next Monday moiri- 
ing, and at the end of the week re- 
ceived his^.3, whi(rh he paid toward 
board an<l room tor the sev«!n days, 
leaving a deficit of 50 cents on the 
landlord's ledger. It se(!med to him 
h(i was getting on backward. 

A change (!ame soon. It became 
evident that his trainiuu during his 
apprenticeship had given him 
kiuK'k and tact, above the aveiaL'c 
of the (dcifk.s ir the big shop.

It 
was owned by M. & J McNeil, who 
d'C'dcd fo turn over t^c prnper'y 
for Mr. Newman's ready money. 
The sign was changed in 180.5. It 
fiever came riown until a few days 
ago. It wjis burned off twice, but 
each tim«- .M. Newman biouttht out 
a n«!w st,<a)k within two days aftr-r 
the fires had left him hardly any- 
thing but ashes. The sij:n was 
taken down because M. Newman's 
aggiegate eow has assii until su(;h 
enormous proportions that it takes 
all his time and the time of many 
others to tak(t care of it. 

Mr. Newman's first aggregate 
cow was ''ompfrsed, ppssil)ly, of 
twenty individuals. They gave 
enoii;;!' milk If) run a little factory, 
for whirdi a little spring brook lurn- 
f'd the wheel that drove the churn. 

The <iow began togrow. It drew in- 
to its r-.omposite bide the aristocrats 
of the irninediat<t Elgin district — 
proud animals that drink nothing 
but warm water in the winter and 
live on (dover blossoms in the sum- 
mer and cooked food in the cold 
weather. It grew to include the 
old-fashioned brindle cow of the 
careless farmer who thinks that all 
that looks like milk is milk. It has 
expanded until it is seventy miles 
long from c.nt] to end — a solid, mot- 
tled procession of milkeis whose 
single file would reach from Elgin 
to Freeport. This animal is cer- 
tainly longer and more curious than 
anything described in aclent or mo- 
dem literature. 

This BL'gregate cow now has 55,- 
000 members in its make ii|>, with 
lartre niimbets of representatives in 
52 towns. There Is hustle anrl ex- 
citement in 2,250 farm-houses each 
morning at daytime, as the force of 
dairy maids — -consisting of two-fist- 
e<l men who have learned the trade 
—go forth with big tin buckets to 
gather the cnip from the herd. The 
milk is put into great cans, and 
long before the whistle sounds for 
the city workingmaii to niandi to 
his shop, this army olrlairy farniei-s 
is rattling over the country roads 
bound for one of the ')2 factories 
which Newman built or lioiight, 
starting in Americri on the 1^:3 a 
week salary, whieh pf)tfer Palmer 
paid. 

The lines of form in sin- 

gle file at the ill oors and the 

contents of 14,<;irO ifans, al>oul tw)- 
thirrls of the amount which Joseph 
I.ieiter found whh consumed in Chi- 
r-ago each day, are poured into 52 
vats, from which machinr'S whirl 
off the crearn in steady streams, re- 
jecting the blue remnant with 
twice the accurarv woman 

with a spoon. 

Mr. Newman dws not bay milk 
like the dtv householder, who takes 
water and all in a quart. A man 
in eaidi of the faittories who has 
learned the srrientific juoeess takes 



from each can each day a sample, 
which is put into a bottle, bearing 
the patron's naine. The aggregate 
samples of a wectk are letted for the 
perci-ntage of butter fat — cream. 
It has been figured, and this {iro- 
portion may not exactly accurate, 
but it serves as ati illustration, that 
100 pounds oi the richr-st milk froiii 
the Ixtst sort of cows produces fiv? 
pounds of bulter. The farmer who 
sets warm watctr before his herd in 
the wiiitei' and feeds with more care 
than he gives the sup()lies of his 
own table, and pays as much for 
each of his milkers as he would for 
a line horse, frequently has his 
milk test ii]» to the figure used as a 
basis. The slipshod faruKii's con- 
tribution, for instance, may Hottest 
ov<'r two poiin s of cream to the 100 
pounds of milk. It thus hajipens 
that the semi-monthly checks cover- 
ing exactly the sairie quantity of 
milk are wididy divergent. Mr. 
Newman wants the cream, not the 
wat<rr. His system which is now 
being qiiitf! generally adojited, has 
been one of the great factors in 
making the Elgin district the fam- 
ous bulter country in the world — a 
fame whirdi puts its product <ui sale 
in many of the large cities of Eng- 
land. 

There are man}' other Elgin initn 
with smaller strings of creameries 
operating in about the same ter- 
ritory, and the panic through whicdi 
the country and the farmer have 
recently parsed ha<l barely atiy 
effect on the thousands upon thou- 
sands of tli(! wise tillers of the soil 
whose cro[)s of acres are devoted to 
the cow. Butler is a necosity which 
is last dropjicd when rigid economy 
is necessary. The factory men 
must supply the deimind. The 
amount of milk necessary to meet 
the butt.<'rilemand does not diminish. 
The fanner hauls as mu<!h in hard 
times as in easy, his only risk being 
the possible iir-cessify of a change 
from a little factory to which he 
may have been enticed by a promise 
of a few crnfs more pay, only to 
find he is to get no pay at all. It 
is an axiom among traveling men 
that the towns surrouiiiled by dairy 
farms have the most ready money 
at all limes, on the simriht theory 
that the fariiutr gets his cash for his 
products either once or twice a 
month, while the cereal farmer has 
pratically but one market tim« 
ea(di year, with his m«;ney in a 
lump, whifdi he does spend. A liill 
in a milk town is as good as gold, 
barring the regular jiercenlfige ol 
[leojile who never pay whether they 
can or nrrt. 

The Newman aggregate farm for 
cows contains aViout 250,000 acres, 
from which the pali'fin saint of this 
immense tract receives the milk 
that ni;ikes between 7,000,000 and 
and 8,000,000 pounds of bulter a 
yr-ar. This bulk is entirely beyond 
the comiirchension of the average 
man, whose cake usually weighs a 
fioiind, or the average city bachelor, 
who thinks the butter comes to his 
restaurant in blocks as big as 
checkers. A stack of the tubs 
would biiih^ a high fence around 
the great pyramid. A day's output 
would spread a slice of tiread as 
big as the area of (Jook cobnty — and 
spread it good and tliictk. A year's 
output spread su'di a bewildering 
slice that that it is little woinler 
that Mr Newman has been elected 
president of the other F31giri butter- 
makers associated in the Elgin 
Board of Trade. He has served 
upon many important committees, 
and ajipoiiited tli(t one wliicdi recent- 
ly remod(ded the systruii of quota- 
tions. These qiKitai ions are made 
each .Mond.iy. Upon the figures 
sent out, Elgin buttei is sold for 
that week at home, abnmd and over 
the sea.
